DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-8, 10, 11, 13-15, 17, 18, 20 and 21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1, 8 and 15 recite "wherein calculating the APL includes: 

calculating a first APL for the red data, a second APL for the green data and a third APL 
for the blue data; adding the first APL, the second APL, and the third APL to produce a 
summation thereof, and calculating a mean value of the summation". 

The prior art does not disclose the above limitation. However, Kim does disclose 
adding the weighted data, then calculating the APL. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
